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LIBRARY  REPORT 


Miss  Jessie  Graves  has  completed  a  year  as  librarian  and  the 
trustees  are  pleased  with  her  and  we  hope  that  she  likes  her  library 
work  and  will  follow  her  predecessors  in  a  long  term  of  service. 

Under  Miss  Graves'  guidance  a  group  of  High  School  students 
has  reshelved  the  books  in  the  stack  room. 

With  the  supervision  of  the  assistant  state  librarian  the  trustees 
have  withdrawn  several  hundred  books  from  circulation  and  are 
undertaking  a  revision  of  the  catalogue.  This  a  major  project  since 
there  are  over  eighteen  thousand  books  to  be  catalogued.  It  will,  of 
necessity,  take  some  time,  but  when  completed  the  public  will  find 
the  file  more  helpful  and  accurate. 

Mrs.  James  Hogan  continues  to  do  an  efficient  job  as  librarian  in 
North  Walpole.  It  is  earnestly  to  be  hoped  that  the  new  fire  hall  may 
be  built  at  an  early  date,  so  that  the  library  will  be  more  adequately 
housed. 

The  chairman  of  the  Trustees  regrets  that  due  to  her  absence  from 
town  she  does  not  have  available  statistics  of  the  library  for  the  past 
year,  such  figures  as  the  number  of  books  that  have  been  purchased 
and  the  circulation,  which  is  of  interest  to  everyone. 

The  special  fund  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  which  was  voted  for 
the  purchase  of  books  for  the  North  Walpole  Branch,  following  the 
fire  which  destroyed  the  original  collection  of  books,  is  nearly  ex- 
hausted. The  trustees  consider  this  money  to  have  been  well  spent 
since  the  present  library  boasts  over  two  thousand  volumes,  well 
divided  between  adult  and  juvenile  books  of  both  fiction  and  non- 
fiction. 

The  trustees  welcome  suggestion  and  constructive  criticism.

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  school  district  of  the  Town  of  Walpole 
qualified  to  vote  in  district  affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  in  the  Town  Hall,  in  said  district 
on  the  9th  day  of  March*  1954,  at  2  :00  in  the  afternoon,  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects : 

1.  To  choose  a  moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  two  members  of  the  school  board  for  the  ensuing 
three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  school  board  and 
truant  officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other  officers  and 
agents  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees,  or  offi- 
cers chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  agents,  auditors,  and  committees  in  relation  to  any 
subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  if  the  district  will  authorize  the  school  board  to  enter 
into  a  contract  with  the  school  district  of  Rockingham,  Vermont,  for 
payment  of  high  school  tuition. 

9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school  district 
officials,  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of 
the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said  appropria- 
tion of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state 
equalization  fund  together  with  other  income;  the  school  board  to 
certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue 
and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the 
town. 
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10.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  $175,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  in  that  part  of 
the  town  known  as  North  Walpole  on  land  owned  by  the  district  an 
elementary  school  with  an  all-purpose  room  (gymnasium)  and  fur- 
nish and  equip  the  same,  and  to  grade  the  lot  and  to  issue  its  bonds 
therefor  and  to  accept  and  use  such  funds  of  the  district  as  are  now 
available  and  gifts  which  may  be  received  to  reduce  the  amount  of 
the  appropriation  to  be  raised  by  taxation  or  by  the  issuance  of 
bonds. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  $200,000.00  and  to  issue  its  serial  notes  and  bonds

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Walpole  : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  superintendent  of  your 
schools : 

Enrollment  at  the  Milage  School  is  expected  to  reach  -i TO  next 
year,  an  increase  of  56  in  the  short  space  of  one  year.  Another  ele- 
mentary teacher  will  be  needed  and  another  classroom  on  the  second 
floor  (this  means  that  grades  7-12  will  have  one  less  classroom) 
as  our  unavoidable  divisions  of  classes  into  two  sections  now  reaches 
the  third  grade.  Some  teachers  have  had  pupil  loads  of  over  forty 
pupils  in  a  grade  and  some  will  have  such  a  load  next  year.  Classes 
of  this  size  are  not  recommended,  however  we  are  faced  with  a 
choice  of  further  increasing  the  budget  or  acceptance  of  a  situation 
of  crowded  classrooms. 

We  expect  an  enrollment  of  35  pupils  in  grade  I  in  the  fall  of 
1955.  If  this  number  is  not  increased,  we  can  hope  to  return  to  the 
single  section  classes  which  will  not  necessitate  more  classroom 
space  and  additional  teachers. 

Fifteen  pupils  were  expected  to  enroll  in  the  kindergarten  at 
North  Walpole  this  year,  eighteen  pupils  enrolled  which  is  an  in- 
crease of  twenty  percent.  Gains  and  losses  in  the  various  classes  in 
Xorth  Walpole  bring  the  enrollment  to  almost  the  same  figure  as 
last  year,  as  shown  in  the  chart  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

I  again  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  need  for  a  modern  school 
building  in  Xorth  Walpole.  Bids  on  the  plans  approved  at  the  reg- 
ular March  meeting  a  year  ago  were  greater  than  the  amount  that 
could  be  raised  in  keeping  with  the  vote  of  the  March  District  Meet- 
ing. The  motion  to  raise  money  passed  at  the  special  meeting  held 
in  December  was  interpreted  as  being  illegal  by  the  State  Tax  Com- 
mission. The  results  of  the  efforts  of  the  two  meetings  leaves  the 
district  in  the  same  position  of  a  year  ago. 

The  school  board  has  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  toward 
achieving  the  goal  of  satisfying  the  desire  of  the  citizens  of  Wal- 
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pole  to  have  a  suitable  school  building  in  North  Walpole.  The 
board  finds  itself  in  the  position  of  being  requested  by  the  citizens  of 
the  district  to  spend  more  money  on  capital  outlay  than  the  district 
is  allowed  to  spend  by  statute  as  interpreted  by  the  investigating 
committee  that  has  to  investigate  and  report  to  the  Governor's  Coun- 
cil when  a  district  requests  permission  to  increase  the  issuance  of 
bonds  beyond  the  five  percent  limitation. 

A  compromise  seemed  in  order  and  this  was  offered  by  the  board 
at  the  special  meeting  in  December,  however,  the  citizens  voted  to 
raise  and  appropriate  more  money  than  the  meeting  was  authorized 
to  act  upon. 

The  children  are  still  going  to  school  in  buildings  that  are  poorly 
ventilated,  poorly  lighted,  inadequately  heated  and  using  toilet  fa- 
cilities that  are  decidedly  not  in  keeping  with  modern  requirements. 

Achievement  tests  were  given  in  all  the  grades  this  past  spring 
and  general  ability  tests  were  given  this  fall.  Comparison  of  the  re- 
sults of  these  tests  are  being  used  to  evaluate  the  success  of  the 
pupils,  aid  in  guidance  and  help  improve  the  educational  program. 

Test  results,  pupil  grades  and  other  information  that  will  aid  in 
counseling  pupils  are  now  kept  on  a  new  permanent  record  form 
that  contains  much  more  helpful  information.  In  addition,  each 
pupil  has  an  individual  folder  containing  information  that  cannot  be 
condensed  on  a  permanent  record  form. 

Our  four  school  buses  have  been  taxed  to  the  limit  of  their  ca- 
pacity this  year.  A  study  has  been  conducted  and  maps  prepared 
that  show  where  each  child  lives,  their  age  or  grade  and  the  best 
routes  for  our  buses,  in  order  that  they  may  be  used  to  their  utmost 
capacity,  within  the  limits  of  good  school  transportation  procedure. 

It  appears  that  some  pupils  who  are  being  transported  this  year 
will  not  be  transported  next  year.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  ac- 
complish changes  in  routes  with  a  minimum  of  inconvenience  to 
those  being  transported  or  who  will  not  be  transported  because  they 
live  within  walking  distance  that  will  allow  them  to  walk  to  school 
on  routes  that  are  considered  safe.  Notification  of  changes  will  be 
made  prior  to  the  opening  of  school  in  the  fall. 

Good  teachers  are  the  basis  of  a  good  educational  program.  It  is 
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becoming  more  difficult  each  year  to  get  good  teachers  simply  be- 
cause there  are  not  enough  to  go  around.  There  are  more  children 
in  the  schools  all  over  the  nation,  but  teacher  preparation  institutions 
are  graduating  fewer  potential  teachers.  It  adds  up  to  a  shortage  of 
teachers  which  means  districts  are  in  competition  for  the  available 
teachers  and  higher  salaries  are  needed  to  hold  and  attract  good 
teachers. 

Mr.  Wendell  Beaney  replaced  Mr.  Edward  Gafrney  as  teacher 
of  Vocational  Agriculture.  Mr.  Beaney  is  a  graduate  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Maine  and  taught  in  Brooks,  Maine  before  coming  to  Wal- 
pole.  Mrs.  Priscilla  Bechok  replaced  Mrs.  Langtry  as  Home  Eco- 
nomics teacher.  Mrs.  Bechok  is  a  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers'  Col- 
lege and  did  her  practice  teaching  in  Laconia.  Mr.  Paul  E.  Christian- 
sen is  a  recent  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers'  College  and  did  his  prac- 
tice teaching  in  Keene.  Mr.  Christiansen  teaches  in  grades  7  and  8 
where  it  has  been  necessary  to  divide  the  grades  into  sections  be- 
cause of  increased  enrollment. 

Miss  Carol  Allen  is  an  additional  2nd  grade  teacher  needed  be- 
cause of  increased  enrollment.  Miss  Allen  is  a  recent  graduate  of 
Keene  Teachers'  College  and  did  her  practice  teaching  in  Keene. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Staples  replaced  Miss  Beardsly,  however,  Mrs. 
Staples  is  teaching  2nd  grade  and  Miss  Wright  took  over  the  3rd 
grade  duties.  Mrs.  Staples  is  a  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers'  College 
and  comes  to  Walpole  from  the  Claremont  schools  where  she  taught 
for  two  years. 

Mr.  Kermit  Cook  replaces  Mr.  Victor  Sanborn  as  principal.  Mr. 
Cook  is  a  graduate  of  Dartmouth  and  received  his  masters'  degree 
in  Education  from  Boston  University  and  was  principal  at  Shore- 
ham,  Vermont  before  coming  to  Walpole.  Mr.  Cook  has  rapidly  as- 
similated the  details  of  his  position,  and  his  leadership  has  enabled 
a  great  deal  of  progress  to  be  made  this  past  year.  His  report  and 
Mr.  Dube's  report  give  in  more  detail  the  activities  in  their  respec- 
tive schools. 

There  is  a  difference  between  the  District  Assessment  as  pub- 
lished in  the  Town  Report  dated  December  1,  1952,  and  the  actual 
amount  of  Assessment  for  the  school  year  1953-1954.  This  is  ex- 
plained as  follows : 
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The  amount  of  $2,000.00  indicated  as  Anticipated  Balance  was 
actually  $4,635.60.  At  the  direction  of  the  State  Tax  Commission, 
the  amount  was  used  to  lower  District  Assessment,  so  that  the  Dis- 
trict Assessment,  instead  of  being  $140,402.64  was  $137,767.04.  An- 
other factor  that  should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  tax  payers 
is  that  an  anticipated  amount  of  $2,400.00  State  Aid  was  not  re- 
ceived due  to  the  fact  that  property  of  Walpole  was  assessed  at  in- 
creased value  at  the  direction  of  the  State  Tax  Commission.

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  work  and  condition  of 
the  North  Walpole  Schools. 

SCHOLARSHIP 

Intelligence  tests  were  given  this  year  in  all  the  grades.  With  the 
administering  of  these  tests,  our  testing  program  was  brought  up 
to  date.  The  results  of  these  tests,  along  with  the  results  of  the 
Achievement  tests  given  last  Spring,  have  been  recorded  on  the 
permanent  record  cards  of  each  pupil.  The  results  on  both  tests 
were  to  a  large  degree  satisfactory.  The  results  indicated  whether 
a  child  was  working  to  his  or  her  capacity  or  not,  as  well  as  the 
level  of  attainment  by  each  pupil  in  the  various  subjects  taught. 
Class  and  individual  weaknesses  were  noted  and  the  remedial  work 
necessary  to  correct  these  deficiencies  has  been  undertaken  by  the 
teachers  in  all  the  grades. 

Achievement  tests  will  be  given  again  this  Spring  in  order  to 
determine  the  progress  made  by  each  pupil  over  the  past  year. 

One  half  of  the  school  year  is  completed.  I  would  suggest  that 
the  parents  check  the  scholastic  standing  of  their  children  as  shown 
by  the  report  cards.  If  it  is  unsatisfactory,  I  recommend  that  the 
parents  visit  the  school  and  the  teacher,  in  order  that  the  cause  of 
the  poor  marks  might  be  determined  and  remedied  if  possible. 
Beneficial  changes  and  results  in  the  school  work  of  the  pupil  often 
come  from  conferences  between  parents  and  teachers. 

The  program  of  studies  remains  the  same  as  it  has  been  for  the 
past  few  years,  because  suitable  quarters  for  expansion  are  not 
available.   The   Physical   Education   program,   for   this   reason   is 
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limited,  and  should  be  expanded  to  include  all  of  the  boys  and  girls 
in  the  school,  instead  of  only  a  few. 

Teachers  meetings  are  held  periodically  and  whenever  the  teach- 
ers have  a  problem  they  wish  to  have  some  help  on.  The  teachers 
have  been  asked  to  review  textbooks  in  Health,  for  the  purpose  of 
recommending  the  purchase  of  a  new  series  of  Health  textbooks 
for  the  entire  school,  as  the  present  ones  are  very  much  out  of  date. 

Verbal  reports  received  in  talks  with  the  teachers  from  Bellows 
Falls  High  School,  where  most  of  our  graduates  go  for  their  High 
School  education,  have  been  commendable.  These  reports  show  that 
our  students  are  receiving  a  good  basic  training  in  the  Elementary 
Field  of  Education. 

Two  teachers,  Mary  Moynihan  and  Alice  Kennedy,  have  com- 
pleted a  course  in  Education  at  Keene  Teachers  College.  They  are 
to  be  congratulated  for  their  efforts  in  seeking  advancement  in  their 
chosen  profession.  I  also  wish  to  congratulate  Mrs.  Mary  Fitz- 
gerald, sixth  grade  teacher,  for  having  recently  fulfilled  the  re- 
quirements for  her  degree  in  Education  at  the  same  institution. 

ORGANIZATION 

A  school  safety  patrol  was  organized  again  this  year,  with  the 
boys  and  girls  from  grades  seven  and  eight  in  complete  charge,  to 
see  that  the  patrol  operates  as  efficiently  as  it  has  in  other  years. 
The  Patrol  is  rendering  valuable  service  for  the  rest  of  the  student 
body,  by  policing  the  crossing  of  the  children  at  all  the  main  points 
of  traffic.  I  take  pleasure  in  paying  tribute  to  the  boys  and  girls, 
who  are  performing  so  well  this  duty  entrusted  to  their  care. 

Our  Assembly  Programs  are  under  the  guidance  and  supervision 
of  Mr.  Bolduc,  the  English  teacher.  They  are  staged  every  two 
weeks,  with  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  alternating  in  putting 
them  on.  Some  of  the  assemblies  demonstrated  work  done  in  the 
class  room,  while  others  were  in  the  form  of  socials.  All  of  the  pupils 
in  both  grades  take  part  and  thus  everyone  is  receiving  the  oppor- 
tunity to  practice  proper  speaking  habits. 

Athletics  for  the  boys  have  been  carried  on  the  same  scale  as  in 
other  years.  Touch  Football,  Basketball,  and  Baseball  are  played 
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with  other  schools.  We  are  grateful  to  Mr.  Harty  for  letting  us  use 
the  Armory  court  for  Basketball  this  year. 

The  pupils  of  the  graduating  class  of  1953  enjoyed  a  trip  to  the 
State  Legislature,  as  part  of  their  work  in  Social  Studies.  While 
there,  they  were  the  guests  of  their  town  representative,  the  Honor- 
able Harold  Killeen,  to  whom  the  class  are  very  grateful. 

"Hilltop  News,"  the  annual  yearbook  by  the  pupils  from  grades 
seven  and  eight,  was  published  under  the  direction  and  supervision 
of  Mr.  Raymond  Bolduc.  The  contents  and  set  up  of  the  periodical 
was,  in  my  opinion  and  others  who  viewed  the  book,  the  best  in 
recent  years. 

The  annual  school  exhibit  of  work  done  by  the  grades  in  their 
subject  matter  and  in  the  "Hobby  Period,"  was  well  attended  by 
parents  and  other  interested  townspeople.  Many  favorable  com- 
ments were  received  on  the  character  of  the  work  presented.  I  wish 
to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  interest  and  cooperation  which  was 
very  helpful  in  preparing  for  the  exhibit. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  appreciation  to  the  School  Board,  Superin- 
tendent, Teachers,  Parents,  and  Pupils  for  their  cooperation  during 
the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL 
WALPOLE  HIGH  SCHOOL

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  principal  of  Walpole 
High  School. 

GRADUATES 

Of  the  thirty-five  graduates  of  the  class  of  1953,  two  are  enrolled 
in  Becker  Junior  College,  one  at  Princeton,  one  at  the  University 
of  New  Hampshire,  one  at  the  University  of  Southern  California, 
one  at  Keene  Teachers  College  and  three  have  entered  Nurses 
Training  institutions. 

TESTING  PROGRAM 

The  educational  testing  program  begun  last  year  has  been  con- 
tinued and  expanded.  Grades  one  through  eight  and  grade  10  were 
administered  the  Otis  Mental  Ability  Tests  in  November.  The 
findings  of  these  tests  have  been  correlated  with  the  achievement 
tests  given  last  year.  As  a  result  of  these  studies,  the  teachers  can 
divide  classes  into  ability  groups.  Also,  the  needs  of  the  individual 
boy  and  girl  can  now  be  better  understood  and  remedial  work  car- 
ried out. 

Grade  nine  and  eleven  have  taken  the  University  of  New  Hamp- 
shire Cooperative  Test  Battery  this  year.  The  battery  includes 
reading  tests,  occupational  interest  inventories,  a  test  of  primary 
mental  abilities  and  a  test  of  clerical  and  mechanical  aptitudes.  This 
series  of  tests  gives  each  pupil  definite  academic  and  vocational  in- 
formation, and  we  hope  to  make  this  battery  a  principal  part  of 
the  guidance  program  in  the  high  school.  Further  testing  in  the 
fields  of  English  and  mathematics  is  being  considered  for  next  year. 
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EXTRA-CURRICULAR  ACTIVITIES 

The  activity  program  of  the  High  School  is  scheduled  during 
the  last  period  of  the  school  day.  The  high  school  gym  classes  meet 
on  Monday  and  Wednesday,  while  Tuesday  and  Thursday  are  set 
aside  for  mixed  chorus.  Class  meetings  and  assemblies  are  held  on 
alternate  Fridays. 

During  the  fall  the  Junior  High  and  High  School  boys  partici- 
pated in  touch  football  games  with  the  surrounding  schools.  The 
girls  carried  on  an  intra-mural  Softball  program  between  the  classes. 

In  basketball  the  boys'  and  girls'  varsity  teams  are  in  the  process 
of  rebuilding  this  year.  Losses  due  to  graduation  were  heavy.  How- 
ever, both  junior  varsity  teams  look  promising.  With  girls'  basket- 
ball scheduled  in  the  afternoon,  these  teams  are  now  able  to  play 
more  games  than  formerly  and  receive  much  more  additional  ex- 
perience. 

It  is  noteworthy  to  report  that  a  Camera  Club  organized  this 
year  has  been  enthusiastically  received  by  the  student  body.  The 
Club  meets  twice  monthly  and  is  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Powers. 
Other  clubs  are  being  considered  for  next  year. 

It  is  hoped  that  a  more  adequate  and  educationally  justifiable 
social  activity  program  can  be  developed  for  all  high  school  classes 
this  coming  year.  I  believe  it  is  important  for  young  people  to  learn 
social  skills  by  promoting  school  parties,  carrying  on  club  activities, 
promoting  formal  and  semi-formal  dances,  and  participating  in 
dramatic  and  musical  productions.  The  emphasis  in  such  a  program 
should  be  placed  on  educational  rather  than  monetary  ends.  A  pro- 
gram of  this  nature  will  do  much  to  improve  school  morale  and 
make  for  a  well-rounded  high  school  program. 

CAFETERIA  PROGRAM 

The  cafeteria  program  has  been  carried  on  this  year  under  the 
capable  direction  of  Mrs.  Cecil  Martin.  Mrs.  Arline  Jeffrey  and 
Mrs.  Dana  Martin  have  been  assistants  to  Mrs.  Martin.  We  have 
received  a  large  supply  of  government  commodities  this  year  and 
have  found  it  possible  to  serve  a  complete  "Type  A"  lunch  for  25 
cents.  We  have  also  been  able  to  improve  the  service  in  the  cafeteria 
by  the  purchase  of  additional  plates  and  silverware  which  were 
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badly  needed.  Decorations  in  the  cafeteria  have  been  carried  on  as  a 
project  by  the  elementary  grades. 

PLAYGROUND  IMPROVEMENTS 

A  gift  of  money  from  Mr.  Holmes  Whitmore  for  the  purchase  of 
playground  equipment  has  been  received  with  appreciation.  We  also 
wish  to  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  contributions  of  time  and 
equipment  donated  by  Mr.  Robert  Galloway  and  Mr.  John  Fennes- 
sey.  Also  to  be  mentioned  is  the  new  fence  around  the  south  play- 
ground installed  this  summer  which  is  a  distinct  improvement  from 
the  point  of  safety  for  the  primary  pupils.  We  also  wish  to  thank 
Mr.  Austin  Hubbard  for  the  additional  basketball  backboards  in  the 
gym  which  enables  us  to  accommodate  more  pupils  in  our  gym 
program. 

FACULTY  MEETINGS 

Faculty  meetings  have  been  carried  on  regularly  throughout  the 
year.  Meetings  are  scheduled  every  two  weeks.  Such  topics  as 
school  regulations,  eligibility  standards  and  citizenship  summaries 
are  typical  areas  of  discussion.  In  the  elementary  meetings,  a  study 
of  mathematics  texts  evaluation  has  been  accorded  much  attention. 
Every  effort  is  being  made  to  use  democratic  processes  in  carrying 
on  the  operation  of  the  school  program. 

ORGANIZATION 

The  organization  of  the  program  of  studies  is  being  studied  and 
some  revisions  are  being  planned  for  the  coming  year.  A  survey 
course  in  World  History  is  replacing  the  Ancient  History  and 
Modern  European  History  courses  previously  offered.  A  course  in 
review  mathematics  is  being  considered  as  another  offering  in  the 
senior  year.  The  course  in  Fire  Arm  Safety,  successfully  offered 
this  year,  in  the  Junior  High  grades,  will  be  extended  to  include  a 
unit  on  conservation. 

The  various  courses  of  study,  college,  commercial,  vocational  and 
general,  are  also  under  study.  Pupils  will  be  asked  to  make  a  selec- 
tion of  a  course  of  study  and  to  follow  a  prescribed  series  of  courses 
through  to  graduation. 
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The  academic  subjects  of  the  school  are  well  organized  and  the 
instruction  is  of  a  high  caliber.  All  departments  are  using  the  latest 
instructional  aids.  In  French,  for  example,  records  are  being  used 
to  facilitate  better  oral  mastery  of  the  language.  Our  superior 
laboratory  in  the  field  of  science  makes  it  possible  for  the  instruc- 
tors to  offer  learning  situations  that  few  schools  can  equal.  In  an 
age  as  complex  as  ours,  there  is  a  definite  need  for  well-trained 
minds  in  every  field  of  endeavor.  It  is  up  to  us  to  find  and  develop 
the  latent  abilities  of  our  young  people  and  to  prepare  those  with 
special  talents  with  the  necessary  background  of  information  for 
future  success  in  their  chosen  fields. 

BUSINESS  DEPARTMENT 

With  several  new  typewriters  added  to  the  business  department 
this  year,  a  larger  class  in  typing  has  been  accommodated.  The 
present  enrollment  in  this  class  is  sixteen. 

A  new  class,  General  Business  Training,  is  being  offered  this 
year.  This  subject  prepares  all  students  for  a  general  background 
of  business  in  the  fields  of  banking,  insurance,  loans  and  interest, 
transportation,  communication,  and  many  others.  There  are  twenty- 
three  students  enrolled  in  this  course. 

Office  practice  has  been  divided  this  year  and  offered  to  both 
Junior  and  Senior  students.  Secretarial  Office  Practice  is  offered 
to  those  students  who  want  a  major  in  shorthand  and  typing.  Six 
weeks  of  filing  is  also  offered  in  this  course.  Clerical  Office  Practice 
is  offered  for  students  who  prefer  bookkeeping  and  typing  to  short- 
hand. Business  behavior,  filing,  typing,  record  keeping  and  the  use 
of  several  office  machines  is  covered  during  the  year.  This  year  we 
have  a  dictaphone  which  most  girls  have  had  the  opportunity  to 
operate.  Other  machines  used  in  the  course  include  an  adding 
machine,  a  calculator,  a  liquid  duplicator,  and  a  mimeograph. 

Bookkeeping  is  being  offered  again  this  year  with  good  response 
and  an  enrollment  equal  to  the  past  year. 

Shorthand  is  being  offered  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  with  an  en- 
rollment of  fourteen. 

Through  the  combined  efforts  of  students  in  the  business  depart- 
ment and  others  who  are  interested,  the  school  newspaper,  Chicks' 
Chirps,  has  been  published  almost  every  month. 
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The  Commercial  Department  is  showing  rapid  growth  both  in 
the  facilities  offered  our  students  and  in  enrollment.  Under  the 
competent  leadership  we  now  have  we  expect  an  even  greater  in- 
terest on  the  part  of  our  students  in  choosing  this  type  of  career. 

HOME  ECONOMICS  DEPARTMENT 

Two  newly  equipped  foods  units  have  been  installed  in  the  Home 
Economics  Department  this  year.  With  a  total  of  five  units  at  the 
present  time,  it  has  been  possible  for  the  teacher  to  make  the  large 
foods  classes  far  more  educational  and  interesting.  One  of  the  new 
units  is  equipped  with  an  electric  stove  while  the  other  has  a  gas 
range  and  a  refrigerator. 

With  money  allotted  to  the  department,  equipment  was  purchased 
for  the  new  units  and  for  the  Foods  laboratory.  Dishes,  a  Casco 
steam  iron  and  an  ironing  board  were  also  added  this  year. 

Most  of  the  girls  in  the  high  school  home  economics  classes  have 
joined  the  Future  Homemakers  of  America.  The  first  project  of 
the  group  was  to  cooperate  with  the  FFA  in  sponsoring  the  School 
Fair.  The  Future  Homemakers  have  also  carried  out  a  project  for 
beautifying  the  department.  New  draperies  were  made,  doing  much 
to  make  the  room  brighter  and  more  home-like.  Other  plans  are 
being  considered  to  further  improve  the  department  during  the 
coming  year. 

VOCATIONAL  AGRICULTURE 

This  year  the  vocational  agriculture  department  of  the  High 
School  has  been  moved  entirely  to  the  Hooper  Building  in  order  to 
make  room  available  for  other  classes  in  the  main  school  building. 
This  move  necessitated  the  buying  of  additional  equipment  for  the 
classroom.  Four  tables  were  purchased,  also  a  teacher's  desk  and 
filing  equipment.  The  move  has  been  successful  in  that  the  entire 
activities  of  the  department  are  now  concentrated  in  one  building. 

The  annual  School  Fair  was  held  on  the  second  of  October  and 
was  jointly  planned  and  conducted  by  the  FFA  and  FHA.  There 
was  a  good  attendance  at  the  fair  and  the  Harvest  Dance  held  in 
the  evening. 

The  FFA  has  not  been  active  this  year  as  we  are  trying  to  re- 
organize the  chapter.  One  of  our  members,  Robert  Staples,  repre- 
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sented  the  Chapter  in  the  poultry  judging  contests  at  the  Eastern 
States  Exposition.  A  pure  bred  Holstein  heifer  calf  was  awarded  to 
another  member,  Roger  Adams,  by  the  state  in  recognition  of  an 
outstanding  program  in  dairying. 

We  have  organized  an  Advisory  Council  for  the  department  con- 
sisting of  nine  men  in  the  community  who  are  interested  in  agri- 
culture and  the  department  itself.  These  men  meet  with  the  Agri- 
culture teacher  several  times  a  year  for  the  purpose  of  evaluating 
the  program,  advising  him  on  matters  of  concern  and  making  recom- 
mendations for  changes  or  needs  of  the  department  which  they 
think  should  be  made. 

We  have  had  this  department  under  reorganization  since  July. 
We  have  been  endeavoring  to  develop  a  program  which  will  best 
meet  the  needs  of  the  students  and  of  the  community.  Our  plans 
have  been  coming  along  very  well  to  date.  With  the  support  of  the 
people  in  the  community  we  hope  that  in  the  years  to  come  to  de- 
velop a  sound  and  adequate  program  in  Vocational  Agriculture 
that  will  compare  favorably  with  any  like  program  in  the  state. 

LIBRARY 

The  Walpole  High  School  Library  is  showing  signs  of  progress. 
Because  additional  shelves  have  been  purchased  before  school 
opened,  one  major  improvement  has  been  made  for  the  circulation 
of  all  the  books  generously  donated  to  the  school  last  year. 

A  great  many  more  of  the  students  have  come  to  know  and  use 
the  following  newspapers  and  magazines  ordered  during  the  fall : 
The  Nezu  York  Times,  The  Manchester  Union,  Newsweek,  U.  S. 
News  and  World  Report,  The  National  Geographic,  The  Saturday 
Evening  Post,  Life,  Holiday,  Etude,  Outdoor  Life,  Science  News 
Letter,  Practical  English,  Better  Homes  and  Gardens,  and  Literary 
Cavalcade.  Through  the  kindness  of  certain  individuals  the  D.A.R. 
Magazine,  Time,  and  several  newspapers  have  also  been  made 
available  in  the  library. 

The  addition  of  a  pamphlet  and  magazine  rack  has  been  of  im- 
measurable help  in  keeping  the  sincere  interest  and  use  of  the 
magazines  and  newspapers  in  order  and  accessible  for  student  use. 

One  reason  for  the  library  to  have  been  of  greater  benefit  to  the 
student  body  this  year  has  been  the  sincere  interest  and  service  of 
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a   voluntary   organization   of   student   librarians   who   have   given 
unstintingly  of  their  free  time. 

A  mark  of  the  Student  Council  concern  for  the  welfare  of  the 
school  is  its  decision  to  present  monthly  to  the  library  the  sum  of 
six  dollars  ($6).  A  gift  of  five  dollars  ($5)  has  also  been  received 
from  the  Abigail  Chapter  of  the  D.  A.  R.  for  the  purchase  of  an 
historical  work.  We  also  note  with  appreciation  the  presentation  by 
Mrs.  Norma  Koson  of  a  set  of  Pictorial  History  of  the  Second 
World  War. 

PARENT  TEACHERS  ASSOCIATION 

The  Parent  Teachers  Association  has  shown  steady  growth 
since  its  organization  in  1948.  At  present  there  are  about  211  paid 
members.  The  meetings  are  held  the  first  Monday  of  the  month 
in  the  school  cafeteria. 

The  aim  for  the  school  year  1953-54  is  "To  become  better  ac- 
quainted with  our  school."  In  keeping  with  this  theme,  the  subjects 
chosen  for  the  meetings  consist  of  the  various  phases  of  educa- 
tion carried  out  in  our  own  system.  The  speakers  have  been  pri- 
marily from  our  own  teaching  staff  with  a  few  feature  speakers 
from  away. 

The  P.  T.  A.  is  continuing  its  support  of  the  health  program, 
dental  aid  program,  and  the  Walpole  Recreation  Program. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  school  board,  the  Superintendent,  faculty, 
and  the  people  of  Walpole  for  their  wholehearted  cooperation.
